uffected ; wetting red flannel with it, 
iay it ou. It does not cure, but takes 
away the rednes-s, reduces the swelling, 
and relieves tlie torment and agony. 

Res Iodine OnmtEirr.^Tlua is the 
moat useful ointment for the cure of 
spliuta, apavins, ringbones and hard- 
ened tumora. Tt is made oa follows : 
Viu iodide of mercury, one drachm ; 
hog'a lord, one oimco ; mix well and 
apply once in live daya. If used oftenor 
it will cause the hair to fall oflf and not 
grow again. 

Tu^ATiTENT 01-' Wo'JNDS. — It is rccoui- 
mended to treat iiillair.i'd wouiuIm by 
smoking tlioni with buiniu;:; woolen 
cloth. Twenty minutoa in the smoke of 
wool, it is said, will take the pain out of 
the worst wotuul, and if repeated once 
or twice will allay the worst case of in- 
flammation arising from a wound. This 
remedy is certainly very simple, and 
within tlie reach of every one. 

Hot S.vsd a Good Bkd-Fki.low. — 
The comfort which a hot-water bag, or 
even a hot brick, may afford ft peisou 
oti retiring, chilled, is very g^eat, and, 
beyond this, the use of some such 
wiirnith-])roducing appliance is useful 
us u health preservative and restoni- 
tivo ; but one of the must convenient 
articles to bo used as a bod-warmer and 
in a bick-ruoni is a Band-l)ag. Get some 
clean, fine sand, dry it thoroughly in a 
kettle on the stove, make a bag about 
oight inches square of flannel, fill it 
.with the dry sand, Bew the opening care- 
fully together, and cover the bag -with 
cotton or linen cloth. This will pre- 
vent the sand from sifting out, and will 
also enable you to heat the bag quickly 
by placing it in the oveu or on the t.ip 
of the stove. After ouce using this ymi 
will never agaiu attempt to warm the 
feet or hnuds of a sick person witli a 
bottle of hot water or a brick. The 
wad holds the heat a long time, and 
.the bag can be tucked up to the back 
withour iiurtmg cue rnvtaia. i* _ 
good plan to make two or three of the 
bugs and keep them ready for uae. 

The Feet. — The odor of pure per- 
spiration is not unpleasant, as may bo 
proved in' clean and healthy babes. 
^Vhen, however, tho other eliminating 
organs — these that strain the waste iiiut- 
ter from the blood — do nut ilnly p. rlnnii 
tlieir functions, their work is attemptod 
by tho skin. Then a disagreeable odor 
IS generally given to tho perspiration. 
Even in these cases, tho odor is pro- 
iluced mainly after the jjerspi ration lias 
been absorbed by the clothing. This 
last fact is generallj true of the bad 
odor v.liich is usHociated with the ex- 
cessive porsiiirafion of the foet of some 
people. Dr. Cieorg'e Thin, of England, 
has been ivesligating the matter, and 
has communicated the re.snlts of Iuh 
experiments to tho iloyal He.e.iely. The 
perspiration of the body is generally 
slightly acid. That in the solos of the 
stockings and boots he found to be alka- 
line. Iji this there is a rapid devolojj- 
ment of a claHs of bacteria (micro- 
scopic vegetations) characterized by a 
fotid smell [bacterium Jcntiduin). Tho 
fluid in the soles of tho stockings and of 
the boots examined by the doctor wsis 
found to teem with them. Thus the 
odor is supposed in some cases to bo due, 
not du'ectfy to tho perspiration as u 
comes from the feet, but to its ,'-i;h:,e- 
queut putrefaction. The iilHicted wiil 
bo glad to learn thiit this odor can be 
wholly destroyed by boracio acid — the 
fteid of boron. The stookiugs should 
be changed twico a day. When taken 
ofl', thoy should be placed for some houru 
in a jar containing a solution of the 
acid. Thoy arc agaiu fit for use after 
drying. To prevent the odor from get- 
ting into tho bouts, cork soles should 
be worn, luid jiliu'cd at uight in the jar 
and dried the next day. Waahing the 
tender ondt^ore parts of tho feet with the 
abiS'will relieve the accomiinnying feel- 
ing of htat and pain. 

Tho Affectionate Sou. 

It is all very well to be polite to la- 
dies, but some people in this country 
CQxry it too far. There were ser- 
eral persons in a Galveston iweune car, 
and one of them wiis smoking, which 
was allowed, as there were no ladies in 
the car. k rough-looking country cus- 
tomer, with an expression that reminded 
one of an Irish potato, scowled a time or 
BO at tho smoker, and finally said :

i'Ue Insiguillcanee of Pi-huoval Cities, 
I cannot conclude this chapter on tho 
tliird, tho burnt city, without examining 

onoti more the question whether this 
pretty little to'wn, with brick walls, which 
can hardly have housed 3,000 inhabi- 
tants, could have been identical with the 
great Homeric Ilios of immortal renown, 
which withstood for ten long yoais the 
heroio efforts of the united Oreek army 
of 110,000 men, and wliich coidd only at 
last be captured by a stratagem. 

Fu'st, as regards the size of all the pro- 
liistoric cities, 1 repent that thoy were 
but very small. In fact, we can hartUy 
too much conb'act our ideas of the di- 
mensions of those primeval cities. 

So, accoriling to tho Attic tratlition, 
AthouB was built by tho Pelasgians, and 
was limited to the small rock of the Acrop- 
olis, whose plateau is of otral form, 900 
feet long una 400 feet broad at its broad- 
est part; but it wiis much smaller still 
until Ciuujn enlarged it hy building the 
wall on its (-iisteni deelivily, and leveling 
the slope within 1 ly means of debris. The 
lunians, huviny < :iiit:u'ed tin? city, forced 
the I'ola.sgiiins to .-.etlle ut the southern 
foot of the Acropolis. According to Thu- 
oydides, Athens was only enlarged by 
tne coalescence of tho Attic demi thaj-e 
effecte<l by Theseu;-. In like manner 
Athens, Thobes, ,Myei>nio, and all the 
other cities whose names aro of the 
plural form, wen; luobahly at first lim- 
ited to theii- Htronghold, calleil polis, 
and had their nnine-^ in the siu^'uhu' ; 
but, tlie eitir.-^ h'lMiig liiM'ti eiil,a-ge;i, 
they received tlie plural name, the cita 
del being then I'alled acropolis, and the 
lower town \nA'\.^. The most striUiii^^' 
proof of this is t ln' 'iiiiiie . .f the v;illf y 
Polis in Ithiieu, which is not derived 
from a real city or acropolis — for my ex- 
cavations there have i)iovcd that this 
single fertile valley in the island eun 
never have been the site of a city — 
but from a natural rook, which has never 
been touched by Ihe hand of man. This 
rock, however, liaving precisely the 
shape of a eitudel, is for this riMisoii now 
called castroii, mul wiis, no ,1( mbt , in llii- 
cient tiuies, culled I'ol;,, which n.iilie 
has been transferred to the vnlley. 

Tlio ancient I'olis or A.-^ty was the or- 
dinary liabitatiou of the town chief or 
liing, with his fuuuly mid dependants, us 
well as tho richer chwses uf tlie people ; 
it was tho site of the Agora and the tem- 
ples, and the general jilaco of refuge in 
time of danger. We havi^ traces of this 
fact in tiie extended sense of the Italian 
castello, to euibra<'e a tcjwii, and in thi> 
Anglo-Saxon biirh ; also, us I'rof. 
Virchow suggests to me, m the aluvisli 
gardliortas (iturgwall; " What, iinlecd, ' 
says Jlr. Gladstone, "have we to siiy 
when we find that, in the [leriod of the 
incunabula of Itome, the Uoinaiis on the 
Palatine were probalily faced by llu^ 
Sabincs on the hill of the CaiiitolV" It 
is, therefore, not tho sniallncas of tho 
third, the burnt city, which can prevent 
uB Hum lUBiiiuyiug it i>iui luo ao...wi>< 
Troy, because Homer is not a historian, 
but an epio poet, — Dr. Sohlwnmnn'a 
" Ilios."

One ut the members of the local bur
